Deaton Contends Chavies Land Worth More Than $1,000 
Says Others Not Given Opportunity To Enter Bids 

Th« sale of property formerly owned by 
the Perry County Board of Education to Charlie 
and Iva Deaton, of Chavies. is being contested 
in Perry Circuit Court by Matt Deaton, also of 
Chavies 

A suit asking that the deed be set aside 
was filed in court this week Involved is a tract 
of land at Chavies which the board sold in 
January for $100 

Claims Land Worth $1,000 

• The suit contends the land was worth more 
than $1,000 at the time of the sale, and that 
the board soln the land without advertising it 
and did not accept public or private bids on 
the property. 

M Deaton's suit contends that persons 
other than Mr and Mrs C. Deaton were not 
given the opportunity to bid on the land. 

Approval of the sale was made by the 
board at its January meeting with all but one 
member. Estill Napier, in favor 

The land sale first came to light here in 
February when County Attorney C A Noble 
told Fiscal Court members of the transaction. 

Noble was requested by the court to investigate 
the sale and report back at the next meet- 
ing. 

In April. Noble revealed he had affidavits 
from five persons who swore they would be 
willing to pay $500 or more for the land At 
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this session, however. Noble informed magis- 
trates .hat while the court could not bring suit 
to have the deed set aside, an individual mem- 
ber of the court or a private citizen could. 

M Deaton is acting in the role of a privatt 
citizen in bringing the suit, and reportedlj 
signed one of the five affidavits 

The board approved the sale, on January 5 
and the tract was transferred to the Deaton’s 
three days later C Deaton is a county school 
teacher. 

Perry County School Superintendent Gilbert 
Bowling in a prepared statement issued April 
17. said no one ever approached him with an 
offer of more than $100 for the land. 

Bowling Denies Offer 

At the time it had been said that Simpson 
Duff offered him more than $100 for the land. 

Bowling denied that Duff had made an 
offer for the land Bowling said, however, that 
Duff had indicated “he might be interested in 
buying the school lot." 

Bowling said the school building and a well 
on the land had been excepted from the sale, 
provided the building was torn down by the 
board within a year of the sale. 

Bowling said then: 

“I wish to state that no one offered me 
$200 for the school lot before the sale. As a 
rule., after any property is sold, someone will

Years Of Peace 
In Coal Industry 

It ha* been well over eight yenrs «ince the 
soft coal industry has suffered interruption of 
production due to labor troubles. And there’s 
good reason for that long period of p«\ace. 

American coal miners constitute the high- 
est paid major group of workers in American 
industry. Last year they earned an average 
of more than $3 an hour. The daily wage rates 
have increased $8 20 since 1950 The miner's 
welfare and retirement fund — to which the 
industry contributes 40 cents for eve«ry ton of 
coal mined — is the largest of its kind in the 
world, and now has an unexpended balance of 
some $150 million. 

The high earning power of coal miners has 
been made possible by high productivity. Pro- 
duction per man day has almost doubled since 
World War II, reaching almost 11 tons last year. 
Russian man-day production was but two tons 
in the same year. And our rate of productivity 
has been the result of mechanization. In the 
modern mine, the days of pick and shovel toil 
are history. The coal miner is the master of 
marvelous machines which cut, load and haul 
coal with east and speed far beyond the capa- 
bility of human muscle. 

It should be added that the cost of mechan- 
ization has been enormous — a single continuous 
mining machine with collateral equipment may 
cost $250,000. Coal operators have installed 
the machinery during times when profits were 
meager or even non-existent. That is a measure 
of the industry’s courage and confidence in the 
future

Fat Cats Like Cream Buck 

Did you ever give money to a political 
party? 

The chances are fifty to one you never 
did And this is a statistic that a number of our 
citizens find so shocking they are determined 
to do something about it. Under the plan spark- 
ed by Publisher Philip Graham of the Washing- 
ton Post and Times-Herald. and backed by the 
American Herjtage Foundation and the Adver- 
tising Council, enlargement of our "ruling class’’ 
from that rather frightening two percent to a 
figure the backers hope will be close to 100 
percent is now under way. 

“A visitor will knock at your door,” writes 
William Hard, noted political analyst in the 
August Reader’s Digest, ‘‘and will ask you to 
contribute to ‘the political party of your choice’. 
But he won't ask for a hundred dollars or even 
ten dollars. He will ask for just one buck.” 

This may seem like collecting political war 
chests the hard way, when it is estimated that 
the campaigns of 1952 cost $140 million and of 
1956 some $200 million! Further, gathering 
these funds a dollar-at-a-time may appear un- 
dully tedious when, in 1952, six families (whom 
Mr. Hard names) came through with over 
$500,000 "over whelmingly’’ for the Republicans, 
and 41 unions spent over two million dollars 
“almost exclusively” for the Democrats in 1954. 



Daniel As Governor

Remotely-Located Young People s Camp Is Unknown To Most Perry Countians 



Isolated Camp is Located 
On Middle Fork of Mason's

Twin Rocks Bible Camp closed for the summer 
last week. 

Haven’t heard of it? Don’t feel bad The 
young people’s vacation camp is remotely situated 
on the Middle Fork of Mason’s Creek, and :n spite 
of its existence there these past 14 years, its fame 
has not spread very far outside the small circle of 
adults who support it and youngsters who attend 
it. 

The camp is privately owned and maintained 
by the Kentucky District Association of Evangelical 
Free Churches of America Despite the long title, 
the denomination is actually small, with about 
23.000 members in the United States. Most of the 
10 churches in Kentucky are located within a five- 
county area, with Ferry County in the center 

Enterprising Church 

But small or not, the church’s activities suggest 
that it’s members are enterprising Locally, they 
maintain the camp One of their largest projects 
is operating Trinity Colleges a small college and 
seminary in Chicago with about 300 students 

Twin Rocks is so sheltered by tall tree* thick 
with foliage at this time of year, that its presence 
could easily go unnoticed by a viewer in the air 
From the "main road" the white front of the 
building peeking through the tree* and an ithletic 
field below are the only clue* that a summer home 



for boys and girls is there 

Each summer, three week-long camps are held 
at Twin Rocks. For each conference, different age 
groups inhabit the forest retreat, usually dividsd 
at age 13. The 13-and-down group is usually the 
largest segment of the approximately 150 total who 
attend the camp every summer. 

Campers Keep Busy 

A look at the camp schedule indicates the camp- 
ers are kept busy from dawn to dusk This year, 
an Indian theme was stressed during the camping 
periods, and most everything had an Indian term 
attached “Drum Call,” or the rising bell, sounded 
at 6:30 every morning, followed at seven with a 
short devotional, flag raising and breakfast at 7:20 
a m. 

Athletics come later in the day to stir up 
appetites for an 11:30 lunch, followed by a “siesta”, 
in which young campers recuperated from tired 
muscles and stuffed stomtehs The rem«i :der < f 
the day was consumed by i nature study period, 
song feat, various tournaments, dinner and an eve- 
ning devotional period. 

Swim Facilities Not Adequate 

The usual cost for the week at Twin Rocks is 
$4 00 per person, but any boy or girl enthusiastic 
enough to memorize 200 or more Bible verses goes 
to camp "on the house.” The $4 00 covers medical 
insurance expense. 

The main camp building has in it a kitchen, 
dining room, recreation room and chapel. md up- 
stairs is a large girl’s dormitory The boys’ cabin 
stands on up the road several yards 



Free Evangelical Church Runs 
Center on Unpaid Basis 

Swimming facilities are far from adequate at 
Twin Rocks The Middle Fork of Mason’s Creek 
flows quietly by the camp grounds, winding slowly 
to join the Kentucky River at Viper, but in the 
summer during the camping season, only minnows 
can find room to swim in the creek Flans are now 
being made to install a swimming pool in August, 
which, of course, will not be used until next year 

The camp is located five miles from Viper, 
the las* three miles being unpaved and narrow 
but fairly smooth. After the second mile, the 
houses begin to thin out, and by the time you come 
to the little bridge that leads over to the camp, the 
only sign of people is the bridge, the road and a 
nearby mail box 

Around another curve in the road, however, a 
li.tle white house is visible through a stand of ever- 
greens This is the home of Mr. and Mrs. Rufus 
Halcomb Mr Halcomb is a sciences teacher at 
Dtlce Combs High School, and he and his wife help 
out when campers come to Twin Rocks in the 
summer

Tom Smith Has Seen River Boat, Oxen Supply Perry

The modern-day transport truck that brings store supplies 
into the mountain* ii a far-cry from the ox-drawn wagon* and 
man-powered freight boats of yesteryear, and Mr Thomas Smith 
of Duane will probably attest to that fact as strongly as anyone 

in the founty. , 

This is the same Thomas Smith who established the popular 
Smith Shopping Center that was ruined by fire last winter Now 
a spry 71. retired from managing the store he has run for 50 
years but he talks of the early days with a smile and obvious 
relish 

He says his first business was a small general store at Ary. 
Despite current grumbling about poor roads, the mountains 
now are very accessible compared to the year 1904. when Mr. 
Smith opened up his store. 

Supplies Cam* by Boat 

Supplies had to be brought in by freight boat or ox-drawn 
wagons from Jackson the Breathitt County seat where the 
railroad quit and the Cumberland Mountains got a good steep 
start, the mountains in which Ary and Duane nestled obscureJy 
beside a mud road and a creek. 

Describing a typical freight boat. Mr. Smith said they were 
about eight feet wide and maybe 35 feet long, made of wide 
boards and turned up in front. One could carry six tons of 
store commodities. It was powered by men putting their shoul 
der to long poles that were braces against the bottom of the 
river, then walking the length of the boat, thereby propelling 
the heavy craft a few yards farther upstream. 

This went on for three days nights of which were spent 
camping along the river bank, until the long boat rounded the 
last bend before Ary to be greeted by a small crowd of anxious- 
ly waiting to get at the store of sugar and tobacco and dry- 
goods that come from the outland 

Ox-Carts Took 3 Days 

Oxdrawn carts also required three days for the trip from 
Jackson, the weather and the season being the factors that de- 
termined which mode of transportation would be used, the boat 
or wagon. Mr. Smith said a good mule team could outpull oxen 
a full day coming from Jackson. 

But when the railroad finally pushed through to Hazard 
and Perry County, and as roads gradually received a hard sur- 
face, the ancient systems gradually gave way to motorized trans- 
portation allowing Smith’s little store to make rapid headway 
toward becoming the well-known Smith’s Shopping Center that 
was thriving until last winter. 

Folks in this area of course know about the devastating 
fire that ruined the Smith buildings and cost the establishment' 
about $300,000. The fire started about noon, and five hours 
later, the product of almost 50 years of work was nothing but a 
smoking heap of ashes and charred walls. 

Mr. Smith said he and his family were quite upset by their 
enormous loss, and it was a few days before they decided what 
course of action to follow. The result of their decision is the 
impressive brick structure at Duane now standing where ashes 
were spread only months ago. 

Met Mis* Sarah Jones 

In 1907. young Thomas Smith was attracted to a little lass 
by the name of Sarah Jones who decorated the then distant land 



of Lost Creek. He wooed and finally won Miss Jones and by 
1929. one of their three children. Bill, was an import nt par’ner 
in running the growing store. 

The Smith's are native Perry Countians. Thomas' father 
farmed and did some logging at Ary for many years Popularity 
seems to follow the Smiths, for in addition to Thomas’ success 
in the store business, his brother J. A., was liked well enough 
by Perry folks to get himself elected county judge. 

Bill and his brother. Jasper, are the owners and managers 
now. The new building and business is theirs to operate in 
with occasional aid from their father. They have a sister. 

Mrs. W A Collins who also lives in Perry county 

36 Foot Moat Case 

Perhaps the major innovation in the Smith Brother’s new 
place of business is the elaborate. 36 foot refrigerated meat 
case. Three giant tractor trailer trucks were required to haul 
grocery equipment fom a Michigan factory to Duane. 

The new store will be primarily a grocery for a while. The 
building will have room for clothing and furniture departments, 
and the brothers now are debating on what particular items 
to concentrate. One long shelf in the grocery is stocked with 
light hardware, and this, as well as the rest of the store, is 
self-service. 

Bill has been working with his father since 1929 when he 
moved the store to Duane. Besides Mrs. Smith, his family 
includes two daughters. Pamela and Sharon. 

Jasper became a member of the Smith enterprise several 
years after his brother did. but he is now a permanent fixture 
at the shopping center. He and his wife have .r.nt daughters.. 
Sue. Sandy and Jill.
